The averaga gasoline sold to- 
day ix about the samo quality as 
that sold in the summer of 1924, 
according to the results of the 
twelfth semi-annual motor gaso- 
line survey, recently completed 
bythe Bureau of Mines, Depart- 
mont of Commerce. Ax would be 
expected, gasoline sold in the 
summer of 1925 shows o slight!’ 
decrease in volatility, as comparod 
with the gasoline marketed last 


winter. : Peace’ 

A slow but cortain tendency 
toward ‘uniformity among the 
various gasolines marketed has 
beon manifested since 1917. In 
arriving at this conclusion, the 10]. 
per cent. of the gasoline with the 
Jowest “ond points” and the 10 
por cent. with the highest “ond 
points” wore sclected and tho 
average “end. point’ computed 
for sach of these groups, the 
difference betweoon these figures 
having been takon as an indox of 
the trend toward uniformity. 


There always has been some 
difference between “ winter" and 
“summer” gasoline, the Bureau 
of. Mines puints out, gasoline 
markoted during the winter being 
somewhat more volatile than that 
sold during the summor. 

Tho avorago specific gravitios of 
gasoline from all cities, with tho 
exception of Denver and San 
Francisco, wero found tobe 
heavier than those of the gasoline 
sampled in the July, 1924, survey.

| HEALTH TALKS. 


THE DANGER.OF COLDS, 


' 


(By Dr. H.S, Camming for the 
1 Teleg raph.) 


‘Because it-occurs so frequently 


the disagreeable condition known. 


as the common cold 
lightly regarded, . | 

. That the malady causes suffer- 
ing, inconvenience, economic loss 
and is often the forerunner of more 
serious affections is overshadowed 
by. its apparent trivinlity, It 
should be regarded ns a serious 
disease. 

Recent studies among school 
children disclosed the disturbing 
fact that common colds are res- 
ponsible for’ approximntely one- 
fourth of all absences, It was alyo 
found that the children in open- 
window school rooms, while oftén 
pate and undernourished, were re- 
latively free from colds. 

The exuct cause of the common 
cold has not been detinitely-deter- 
mined. Probably a number of 
factors ure concerned. 

However, for practical purposes 
it may he considered that the 
causative agent of most colds is 
conveyed frem- person to person 


is usually 


through direct or indirect contact. 


The commén cold also has -the 
“unenviable distinction of confer- 
ring little or no permanent im- 


munity or resistance to the disease, 


after nn attack. In this respect, it 


differs radical'y fram some other | 


diseases. 

Formerly. it was believed that 
drafis, exposure ta cold and chill- 
ing of the body were immediately 
responsible for colds. "Now, it is 
regarded . as likely that these fac- 
tors cause a weakening of the 
body’s protective forces, thereby 
rendering the organism rere sus- 
ceptible to invasion by disease. 

Thas, fatigue, loss of sleep, in- 
sufficient food, or too much food, 
and work in stuffy or, overheated 
rooms may be cited as conditions 
upon which colds may de engrafted 
more readily than when the indi- 
vidual isi robust health. 

When the weather becomes covl 
and windows are closed, colds -be- 
come prevalent. Ib is likely that 
artificially heated homes, which 
have poor ventilation and insufi- 


4 ciont humidity, are places'in which 


colds may be readily acquired. 
‘The normal secretions of the 
nose possess antiseptic and bac-, 
terla-destroying qualities of super-
